Gladiolus  orders  are  usually  shipped  during  March  and  April,  being  somewhat 
governed  by  weather  conditions;  Dahlias,  Lily  bulbs  and  Chrysanthemums,  during 
April  and  May. 

We  guarantee  their  safe  arrival  and 
satisfactory  condition.  Orders  of  less  than  $1  should  include  15  cents  for  postage.

LILIES  -  The  Regal  Lily 

The  Regal  Lily  is  one  of  the  most  reliable  of  the  hardy  varieties  and  may  be  planted 
with  confidence  for  a  garden  of  lilies.

BULB  AND  PLANT  TREATMENT 

The  best  general  treatment  of  gladiolus  bulbs  for  disease  cure  and  prevention  is  the 
treatment  with  Murcuric  Chloride  (Corrosive  Sublimate)  solution.  This  treatment 
will  kill  thrips  and  thrip  eggs,  as  well  as  the  spores  of  fungous  diseases.  Soak  the  bulbs 
at  least  7  hours  (or  over  night)  in  the  solution,  1  oz.  to  7/z  gallons  water,  preferably 
not  under  60  degrees.  Wet  treatment  should  not  be  done  till  just  before  planting.  The 
bulbs  may  be  planted  wet. 

For  spraying  the  growing  stock  for  thrips  or  other  insects,  we  recommend  ROTO- 
TOX.  This  is  both  a  stomach  and  contact  poison — non-poisonous  to  people  or  animals — 
a  complete  spray  requiring  only  dilution  with  water.  The  various  dilutions  range  from 
1  to  200  parts  of  water  to  1  to  800  parts  water.
